STONE- THROWING EPIDEMIC.

SERIOUS VIEW TAKEN. |. 


An epidemic of stone throwing 
at police officers has broken out 
at Shamshuipo recently, . the incl- 
dents occurring in the vicinity of 
a theatrical, matshed erected in 
Laichikok Road a short distance 
from Shanghai Street. 

Inspector Hoare of the Sham- 
Station «and In- 
spector’ Dick ofs the Mongkok 
Station have both been the victims 
but in neither instance were the 
culprits caught.. 

Two Indian Constables on duty 
in Laichikok Road on Monday 
ening’ were subjected to a simi- | 
lar: outrage after ordering 
loiterer to.move on. They became 
indignant™at the command — and 
after arguing with the Lvo officers 
threw ‘f stone at them. He was 
promptly arrested and. brought be- 
fore Mr. W. Schofield at the Kow: 
lon Magistracy this morning. 

In evidence the constables said 
that when they’ were passing 
the theatre, ‘they. saw the 
defendant ‘standing in the road- 
way. He’ was told, to move. on 
but he became indignant Zand usk- 
ed why he wag ordered off. One 
of the constables then Searched 
him but found nothing. 
“Defendant then nicked up three 
stones, one of which he threw at 
the conatubles, Ife was imme- 
with the other 
stoneg stil] fn his hands. 

The defendant denied the charge 
and decused the constables of hav- 


‘His Worship found the case 
proved and registered a conviction. 
Sergeant Britain, who prosecut- 
ed, asked his Worship to take a 
serious view of the ense. He said 
that the constables had orders to 
“move ‘on" people loitering about 
the thentre. Sometime previously 
crowds of unruly Chinese had 
stoned the officials of the show, 
and when the Police intervened, 
they themselves’ were stoned.
